RESIDENTS of the borough have been praised for 
their efforts towards a recycling scheme, which sees 
carbon neutral electricity produced from used cooking 
oil. 

A used cooking oil recycling tank has been in situ at 
the Frizlands Lane household waste recycling centre 
for four years, and in that time residents have recycled 
enough waste oil to create power for almost 2.5 million 
cups of tea. 

Disposal of used cooking oil has long posed a prob¬ 
lem for UK residents. When tipped down drains, oil 
causes waster companies an average £15m each year in 
damages. When sent to landfill it fares no better, often 
leaking into watercourses and harming local wildlife. 

However, in August 2008 Barking and Dagenham 
Council implemented a new scheme, which sees waste 
oil collected by eco-firm Living Fuels and taken to its 
recovery facility. Once there the oil is recovered into a 
clean, green bioliquid called LF100 through a com¬ 
pletely natural process without any need for chemicals 
or additives. 

LF100 is then used in Living Fuels’ renewable ener¬ 
gy facility to provide renewable electricity to the 
National Grid at times of unexpected power demand. 

Councillor Mick McCarthy, cabinet member for 
environment, said: “A lot of people don’t realise that 
cooking oil can cause damage if it’s poured down the 
drain or put in the bin. By collecting your oil and tak¬ 
ing it to Frizlands Reuse and Recycling Centre, you are 
not only preventing this damage, but also helping to 
generate clean electricity. I’d urge everyone who uses 
large amounts of cooking oil to strongly consider recy¬ 
cling it.” 

Just one litre of used cooking oil can provide the 
equivalent energy for 240 cups of tea, and one full tank 
can power a home for an entire year.

Borough set to welcome Paralympic torch 


BARKING & Dagenham is preparing to wel¬ 
come the Paralympic Torch next Wednesday. 

The torch will pass through the borough on its 
way to the Olympic Stadium for the Games’ 
opening ceremony.

4pm.

The lanterns will later be used in a twilight 
procession on Barking Park lake, while a solo 
aerial dancer inside and 1 lm ‘diamond’ will also 
perform. 


The event will also include a large screen in the 
park for everyone to watch the Opening 
Ceremony of the Paralympic Games. 

The Paralympic Torch Relay itself is due to 
start from Barking Park at 8.38pm, and will trav¬ 
el along Longbridge Road, the Northern Relief 
Road and London Road, until exiting the bor¬ 
ough via Barking Road at approximately 
9.02pm. 

Council leader Liam Smith said: “Once again, 
as a Host Borough, we are proud to have such a 
unique opportunity to get involved in the Games. 

“I hope that people from all over the borough 
will line the streets of Torch Relay and come 


along to the event in Barking Park.” 

The Torch Relay will begin from Stoke 
Mandeville, the spiritual home of the Paralympic 
movement, where the four National Flames will 
be united during a special ceremony on Tuesday 
to create the London 2012 Paralympic Flame. 

At 8pm that evening, the Paralympic Flame 
will embark on its 24-hour journey to the 
Olympic Stadium, which will include 116 teams 
of five torchbearers.

UP TO 50 jobs could be created 
following the announcement of 
a £12million expansion plan at 
Closed Loop Recycling in 
Dagenham.

Young Advisors scoop award 
for leaving a ‘lasting impact’ 


YOUNG Advisors in Waltham 
Forest certainly leave a Tast¬ 
ing impact’. 

That is the award they were 
given second place in at the 
National Young Advisors 
Charity Annual General 
Meeting earlier this month. 

The award was presented to 
the team of six at the event in 
the Peak District recognising 
their work to investigate how 
young people in Waltham 
Forest use and perceive emo¬ 
tional health services avail¬ 
able to them 

The project was commis¬ 
sioned by Waltham Forest 
Council’s CAMHS (Child and 
Adolescent Mental Health 
Services) on Emotional 


Health and Well-Being. 

The Young Advisors looked 
at who young people go to for 
support, how young people 
think these services should be 
provided, and how they cur¬ 
rently feel about the quality of 
services. 

Councillor Clare Coghill, 
cabinet member for children 
and young people, said: 
“Engaging young people on 
these sorts of subjects is very 
important if we are to get it 
right when it comes to deliv¬ 
ering services. Now more 
than ever we need to make 
sure everything we do adds 
value and is targeted in the 
right way to the people who 
need it.” 


The Young Advisors 
developed a survey and also a 
discussion guide for focus 
groups. Focus groups were 
held with year seven to eleven 
pupils and sixth form stu¬ 
dents, with surveys given out 
to other children not involved 
in the focus groups. 

This research led to a report 
with several recommenda¬ 
tions including training, 
better information of services 
and support, and raised the 
possibility of an ‘awareness 
month’ for mental health 
issues. It also recommended 
the promotion of the 
‘Emotional Health Waltham 
Forest’ Facebook page created 
by the Young Advisors.

Reiki healer 
to hold 24- 
hour event 
for ill child

A CANVEY beauty salon will 
hold a 24-hour fundraising event 
next month to pay for life-saving 
surgery for a 20-month-old girl. 

The event at Sweet Feet, in 
Charfleets Road, will raise money 
for Lily Mai Murray, who was 
born with several life-threatening 
illnesses. 

The Thurrock tot, who is blind, 
suffers from cerebral palsy, 
epilepsy and a heart murmur. 

She also suffers from a rare 
genetic disorder called Vein of 
Galen Malformation, which 
deprives her brain of oxygen, 
causing her overworked heart to 
expand. 

Her family is attempting to raise 
£50,000 to send her to New York 
for pioneering surgery. 

Reiki healer Dave Cross, who 
masterminded the upcoming 24- 
hour charily event, heard of Lily 
Mai’s plight in the Yellow 
Advertiser. 

Between 10am on September 22 
and 10am on September 23, Dave 
will work constantly to complete 
as many treatments as he can, 
donating all proceeds to the Lily 
Mai fund. Other treatments, 
including fish pedicures, will be 
available during the marathon 
beauty therapy session with thera¬ 
pists donating a portion of their 
takings to the fund. 


Dave said his reiki healing could 
‘remove negative energy and 
boost the immune system’. 

He said he learned the art in 
India in the mid-1970s, where he 
was working with the British 
Army as a combat and rescue 
medic. 

He said: “We were on a military 
expedition from Sri Lanka to the 
Chinese border and we stopped 
for a week’s rest near the Taj 
Mahal. 

“I was sat there watching all 
these people hobbling into this 
building, then walking out looking 
a lot fitter. I went to ask the man 
inside what he was doing. 

“He was a reiki healer. I watched 
him all week because I thought 
knowing how to do it would be 
invaluable, coupled with my exist¬ 
ing medical knowledge.” 

In 2007 Dave collapsed with 
chronic fatigue syndrome and 
sought help from a reiki healer. 

He said after three months of 
treatment he was able to run 15 
miles.

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Teen who broke man’s 
jaw avoids prison term 


A DAGENHAM man serving a 
suspended sentence has avoid¬ 
ed jail after breaking a man’s 
jaw. 

A 61-year-old was sitting in 
his car near the junction of 
Reede Road and the Heathway 
on the afternoon of March 28 
last year when another vehicle 
sounded its horn. 

As the man turned to see who 
it was, he was hit in the head 
with a packet of sweets. 

When he got out of his car to 
speak to the man in the car 
behind there was an argument 
that ended with the victim 
being punched in the face, and 


suffering a fractured jaw as a 
result. 

Initially the defendant, Altin 
Mula, admitted to being 
involved in the argument but 
denied punching the victim in 
the face. He later changed his 
account to claim that he was at 
Kingston University on the day 
that the assault took place. 

However, at Snare sbro ok 
Crown Court last Monday 18- 
year-old Mula, of Reede Road, 
was sentenced to 10 months 
imprisonment and ordered to 
pay £1,000 court costs and 
£1,000 in compensation. 

He also received a further two 


months imprisonment because 
he was serving a suspended 
sentence for a previous incident 
at the time of the offence. But 
the total sentence of 12 months 
was suspended for two years. 

In addition, Mula is also sub¬ 
ject to a curfew between 8pm 
and 6am for six months. 

Detective Constable Nainesh 
Desai of Barking and 
Dagenham CID said he was 
‘very pleased’ with the sen¬ 
tence. 

“Even after injuries heal the 
effects of violent crime often 
remain with the victim,” he 
said.

Adam Hollick will carry the flame on its jour¬ 
ney from Stoke Mandeville in Stanmore to the 
Olympic Stadium in Stratford. 

He will be part of a five person torch relay team 
of recent InstructAbility Graduates. 

Adam, 25, broke his neck and damaged his 
spinal cord when he was 20 years old. He was on 
his way to a party and a passenger in the front seat 
of a car that crashed. 

He said: “After my initial assessment the con¬ 
sultant said ‘You know you are never going to be 
the same again and there is a chance you won’t be 
able to walk?’ 

“But I was not going to give up trying. I worked 
hard with the physios and I started to regain more 
function. I kept pushing myself to do more; I felt 
it was important to get my body to relearn move¬ 
ments as quickly as possible. I set a new goal 
every day. If I managed to get out of the chair one 
day, the next day I had to take a step, and then get 
to the door and it 

wasn’t long before I was heading down the corri¬ 
dor. 

“After two months I finally walked out of the 
hospital exit.” 

Eventually Adam qualified as a fitness instruc¬ 
tor through the InstructAbility scheme at 
Romford YMCA. 

Adam said: “When I got the news that I was 
going to carry the Paralympic Torch I had my 
auntie screaming down the phone and then my 
mum who was at work also screamed along with 
the rest of her office. My dad is excited too but 
shows it in a quieter way.”
